Leopold 
And Touhy 
Get Paroles 


JOLIET, Ill., Feb. 20 (UP)— 
Thrill-killer Nathan Leopold, the 
brilliant millionaire’s son who 
helped commit “The Crime of 
the Century,” today won freedom 
after more than 33 years in 
prison. 

The State’ Pardon and Parole 
Board at Springfield, Ill, in a 
split vote granted parole to the 
53 - year - old Statesville Peniten- 
tiary convict. It also gave a pa- 
role to Illinois’ second most no- 
torious convict, prohibition gang- 
ster Roger Touhy, although he 
still must serve 17 more months 
in prison. 

Leopold will probably go free 
within a month. With luck, he 
could walk out of Stateville in 
about a week. The final decision 
on when he will be freed and 
where he will go is up to the 
Division of Parole Supervision. 

Leopold, who had made five 
eloquent appeals for freedom, be- 
came silent at the moment of 
his triumph. 

He refused to face the 75 news- 
men awaiting him at Stateville 
and instead sent out a 
statement signed with his full 
name, “Nathan F. Leopold Jr.” 

“T have only two things to say, 
that I am grateful and deter- 
mined,” the statement said. “I 
am grateful first of all to God,

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Giant Still 
Is Seized 
By Raiders

A giant moonshine liquor still 
was seized Thursday in.a swift 
raid by federal, state and Atlanta 
officers in a remote section of 
Henry County 35 miles southeast 
of Atlanta. 

No arrests were made. How- 
ever, agents of the federal alco- 
hol and tobacco tax unit said ob- 
servers with field glasses and 
walkie-talkie radios have kept the 
still under observation three days. 
They said arrests will follow. 


LARGEST SEIZED 


The still—largest of four seized 
in the past 10 days in the Atlanta 
area—was described as ‘‘strictly 
an Atlanta operation.”’ Officers 
said it was pumping more than 
400 gallons of moonshine a day 
into the Atlanta market. 

The operation was defrauding 
the federal government alone of 
more than $4,000 a day in taxes, 
officers said. 

Located in a clump of trees in 
the center of an open sedge field, 
the still was operated by a 15- 
horsepower boiler. The boiler was 
fired by coke to cut down on tell- 
tale smoke which might be spot- 
ted from the air. A 20-foot smoke- 
stack stood over the boiler. 


9,000 GALLONS 


Officers said they found more 
than 9,000 gallons of beer stored 
in twenty-two 220-gallon barrels 
and eight 600-gallon vats. They 
said the beer was ready to be run 
through two metal distilleries, one 
of 400-gallon capacity and the oth- 
er 200 gallons. 

The still was stocked with sev- 
eral truckloads of barley malt, 
rye meal and sugar, officers said. 
They said they found 1,062 metal

Truman said he was holding 
most of his ammunition back for 
his Saturday speech. He did re- 
mark that whenever the country 
is in trouble, it always ‘“‘puts the 
Democratic party back.”

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20 (?—A former mayor of Mi- 
ami testified today he got advance word that a tele- 
vision license probably would be denied to a friend of 
his because “there’s too much Kefauver in this situa- 


tion.”’ 

Ex-Mayor Perrine (Gootsie) Pal-) 
mer Jr., said he got this informa- 
tion from Federal Communications 
Commissioner Richard A. Mack 
shortly before the commission 
awarded the license to a rival 
applicant. 

Palmer said he had been doing 
all he could to get the license 
—worth several million dollars— 
for his friend A. Frank Katzen- 
tine, owner of Miami radio sta- 
tion WKAT. Ir went finally to a 
National Airlines subsidiary. 


KEFAUVER’S FRIEND 


Katzentine is a friend and politi- 
cal supporter of Sen. Kefauver 
(D-Tenn). A letter from Kefauver 
to Katzentine, introduced in evi- 
dence yesterday by the House 
Legislative Oversight subcommit- 
tee, said the senator had talked 
to three FCC members on Katzen- 
tine’s behalf. 

Thus the implication of Mack’s 
remark about “too much Ke 
fauver” appeared to be that Ke- 
fauver had inadvertently hurt 
rather than helped his friend Kat- 
zentine by intervening with the 
FCC, largely composed of Eisen- 
hower appointees. 

Following yesterday's hearing, 
Kefauver said, “‘All I ever asked 
anyone was to decide the matter 
on its merits.”’ 

HEARD RUMORS 


He said he had heard rumors 
that a majority on the FCC had 
ordered the commission staff to 
reverse the decision of the FCC 
examiner who recommended that 
Katzentine get the license. ‘“‘It 
seemed a rather unusual proceed- 
ing and I wanted to see Frank 
treated fairly,” the senator said. 

Palmer, a Miami business and 
political figure, testified today he 
heard Mack say he never was 
pledged to vote for National Air- 
lines in the dispute over who 


would get Miami's Channel 10 
franchise. 

There was some seemingly con- 
tradictory testimony on this point, 
and the subcommittee did not im- 
mediately clear it up. 

After saying he heard’ Mack 
deny his vote was pledged in ad- 
vance of the hearing, Palmer tes- 
tified he was told Mack made a 
trip to Miami in an effort to get 
released from a pledge to support 
National Airlines. 

“I can’t recall who told me 
that,”” Palmer said. ““Mr. Mack 
may have told me himself.” 

Palmer announced at the out- 
set that he has friends on both 
sides of the dispute. 

As for Mack, Palmer said he 
has known the commissioner since 
Mack was a boy—helped him 
along politically and recommend- 
ed him successfully for appoint- 
ment to the Florida Railroad and 
Public Utilities Commission.

Rep. Lancaster Knows 


The Truth About Wirz 


One of the very human dramas which 
come along in Georgia legislative sessions 
was offered this year by 70-year-old Rep. 
Ulysses S. Lancaster, a former school- 
teacher with a knowledge of history, not 
merely out of books but also from those 
who helped make it. 

He rose to speak against providing 
money to erect a monument to Henri 
Wirz, the Prussian-Swiss guard who was 
in charge of Andersonville prison and who 
later was executed for his crimes. 


The grandson of a Confederate vet- 
eran, Rep. Lancaster opposed this be- 
cause he had heard the truth from many 
Confederate veterans themselves. The 
Confederates themselves abhorred An- 
dersonville, he told a hushed House. He 
himself had heard them tell of it. They 
had told him that Wirz was unnecessarily 
cruel, that men were shot without reason, 
that even water was withheld from the 
prisoners when it could have been sup- 
plied. 

It was true Grant would not exchange 
prisoners and there were Northern 
prisons as bad or worse. But this did not 
excuse the sadistic cruelties of the sick 
and half-crazed Wirz. Whether he should 
have been shot is another matter. But 
that a monument should be raised to him 
is something the Confederates themselves 
wouldn’t want.

Freeze-weary Georgians have seen 
nothing like it in this century as succes- 
sive masses of polar winds sweep south- 
ward as far as the Gulf states and Flor- 
ida.

This Road Boondoggle 


Comes Home To Roost 


No legislative committee report in re- 
cent years has been more shocking than 
the one released yesterday by the Senate 
Committee which has been investigating 
the Rural Roads Authority and the rural 
roads program. 


Results of the probe fully justify the 
General Assembly’s refusal to go along 
with compounding flagrant waste of funds 
in Gov. Griffin’s request for an additional 
50-million-dollar bonding authority. 


Following a thorough study all over the 
state, the committee, headed by Sen. Carl 
Sanders, of Augusta, recommends the au- 
thority be abolished and that rural roads 
be financed with funds from either gaso- 
line or motor vehicle taxes. 


The committee found no definite pro- 
gram or formula of allocating rural roads 
bond money. It found such funds distrib- 
uted indiscriminately with traffic counts 
ignored in many instances. One can cer- 
tainly read a lot between the lines on 
that one. 


The Senate group also found that costs 
of building rural roads under the bond- 
ing program were excessive, with total in- 
terest charges having risen from 23.742 
per cent of construction funds in the first 
bond increment to 52.391 on the fifth. 


A total of $82,500,000 in bonds have 
been sold, although the authority has been 
able to spend only 28 million—and yet the 
governor wanted 50 million more. The 
group also charges that many rural roads 
have disintegrated and need major re- 
pairs within 12 to 24 months. 


The committee also found that there 


are insufficient funds to finance the re- 
maining $17,500,000 worth of bonds and 
that all roads will be worn out before they 
are paid for and that neither state or 
counties have funds available for main- 
tenance. 


What a slipshod mess! What a waste 
of funds! 

We'll buy the Sanders’ committee 
recommendations, including abolishing the 
authority and setting up a mathematical 
formula for building rural roads in each 
county based on mileage, county area and 
population. 

The present system is inequitable—a 
political boondoggle which cheats the tax- 
payers as well as the counties themselves.

ington area of the Methodist Church said here today that he was as 


fearful of ‘‘stumbling capitalism’’ 

The bishop addressed the clos- 
ing session of a three-day na- 
tional convocation on urban life 
attended by more than 1,000 cleri- 
cal and lay delegates from all 
sections of the country. 

He emphasized that while he 
held no brief for collective owner- 
ship as advanced by early social- 
ists, “I. must face the fact that 
there is something radically 
wrong with so-called ‘Free Enter- 
prise’.”’ 

JOINT EFFORT NEEDED 


“The truth is,”’ he told the con- 
vocation, “‘there are services to 
the nation that can be rendered 
more effectively by the people 
acting together. 

“For instance, social security, 
the St. Lawrence Waterway, the 
Tennessee Valley Authority, our 
national parks. We reveal our- 
selves to the world as reaction- 
aries when we continue to label 
such measures as subversive or 
as creeping socialism. 

“Our task is to turn to the great 
problems of our free economy 
and find solutions to issues fac- 
ing the railroads and the mines. 
A few more egg-heads in the 
automobile industry to supplant

PROTECT INTEREST 

The DeKalb legislators, saying 
they were acting to protect the 
interest of the 50,000 Atlantans in 
DeKalb, unanimously placed a 
“hold” order on the police pay 
measure shortly after it arrived 
in the House after clearing the 
Senate. 

Rep. James A. Mackay said he 
and Representatives W. Hugh 
McWhorter and Guy W. Rutland 
were “in unanimous disagree. 
ment” with a proposal in the 
amendment to finance the cost 
of increasing officers’ uniform 
allowances $150 yearly by adding 
$1 to Atlanta Municipal Court 
fines of more than $3. 

The DeKalb legislators said they 
were opposed to any scheme 
whereby an officer would benefit 
from making a case. 


HOT FIGHT 


The death-bound civil service 
measure caused a hot fight before 
the Legislature session after it 
was proposed by City Personnel 
Director Carl Sutherland. Mayor 
Hartsfield cast an unprecedented 
vote in a personnel board hearing 
te help defeat an effort to put the 
question before the legislators. 

Asked why he put the amend- 
ment on, Brown said he did it “‘to 
give the others a chance to say 
if they are for or against civil 
service.” 

The amendment was attached 
té a bill to allow municipal bonds 
te be sold to the city pension 
systems. Former Fulton Sen. G. 
Everett Millican appeared in the 
House shortly after the amend- 
ment was added and told report- 
ers, “That is nothing but an omni- 
bus bill.” 


DENOUNCES BROWN 


Angrily denouncing Brown for 
attaching the civil service amend- 
ment, Rep. Smith said it was 
“one of the many good examples 
of why we have no cooperation in 
this delegation.” He said the 
amendment had been added with- 
out any discussion with other Ful- 
ton legislators. 

Meanwhile, Brown said he is 
holding up passage of a bill which 
would create a deputy to Munici- 
pal Revenue Collector Riley Elder. 
Brown said he is holding up the 
measure on request of Sutherland. 

The DeKalb delegation also put 
a hold on a bill offered by Brown 
and drawn by attorney William 
G. MacRae relating to voting 
machines. MacRae persisted so 
much in seeing Fulton and DeKalb 
legislators in the House about the 
bill that he was asked to leave 
the chamber four times Thursday. 

The DeKalb legislators say the 
bill is ‘‘too much, too late.”

Friday afternoon will be watched 
closely for some hint of his po- 
litical plans. So, too, will his ac- 
tivities in the days following ad- 
journment. For days, the Capitol 
has buzzed with rumors that the 
gubernatorial ax will fall soon on 
the heads of some Griffin admin- 
istration officials and employes 
who are known or suspected to be 
in the Vandiver camp. 


If heads roll, it could be an- 
other indication that the Griffin 
administration is getting set to 
hit the political warpath. 

So far as this session is con- 
cerned, Vandiver emerges the 
complete victor over Griffin. For 
all practical purposes, he and his 
leaders are in absolute command 
of the Legislature. 


EARLY DAYS 


The «session did not begin that 
way. In the early days of the 
session, the administration forces 
appeared to have the upper hand, 
at least in the House where the 
test of strength came. 

This was during the three-week 
fight over Griffin's proposal to 
increase the bonding capacity of 
the Rural Roads Authority. If the 
vote on the bill had come during 
the second week when adminis- 
tration leaders wanted it, the 
measure probably would have 
passed. 

The turning point in the power 
struggle was the surprise action 
of the House in ordering public 
heari on the road measure. 
This delayed a final vote until the 
third week. When it came, the 
Vandiver forces had mustered a 
majority against the bill; it was 
defeated 106 to 95.

Under the present law second 
offenders may receive a death 
sentence, life sentence or 10 to 20 
years’ imprisonment. The com- 
mittee amendment removed the 
10 to 20 years’ imprisonment pro- 
vision. 

“Gentlemen, this might sound 
harsh but I- think you will agree 
the penalty is not as harsh as the 
crime,”” said Rep Broome, plead- 
ing for his bill, which has already 
passed the House with the man- 
datory death penalty for three- 
times offenders in it. He said nar- 
cotics traffic among high school 
youngsters is becoming a serious 
crime in Georgia. 

Sen. Cook said he agreed with 
Broome about the gravity of the 
offense “but not under any GCir- 
cumstances will I vote for a man- 
datory death penalty.” 


LITTLE CONTROL - 


Sen. Fred Bentley of Marietta, 
one of the authors of the present 
law which, he said, “‘has not done 
too much to control the situa- 
tion,” offered the amendment to 
Broome’s bill. 

The judiciary committee also 
amended a House bill which 
would increase the fees which 
surety companies are allowed to 
charge on criminal bonds. The 
amended measure, vociferously 
opposed by both Sens. Cook and 
George Jackson, who promised to 
fight it on the floor, would allow 
bonding companies to charge 10 
per cent on bonds totaling $1,000 
and 5 per cent on all amounts 
over that. 

“I don’t think we ought to 
double their gross income in one 
swoop,”” said Sen.

COMPLETE CHANGE 


The man who walks out from 
Stateville’s grim walls will be, 
according to his own insistence, 
a completely changed being from 
the cocky “intellectual savage’’ 
who shocked the nation with his 
crime. 


In 1924, Leopold was 19 years 
old and the adoring friend of 
another rich, brainy youth, Rich- 
ard Loeb. The friends thought 
they were “‘supermen”’ and above 
the laws of society. To prove it, 
they selected a neighborhood Chi- 
cago boy, 14 - year - old Bobby 
Franks, abducted him, and killed 
him with a chisel blow to the 
head. Their motive was “the 
thrill of it.” 

LIVES SAVED 

The “supermen” were captured 
within a few days. Their trial 
lawyer was Clarence Darrow, the 
most famous defense attorney of 
his time. In a tension - packed, 
two-week trial, Darrow saved the 
lives of Leopold and Loeb. But 
when Judge John R. Caverly im- 
posed the dual sentences of 99 
years for kidnaping and life for 
murder, he stipulated that neither 
youth should ever be free again.

In today’s petition the school 
board declared that opponents of 
integration ‘‘are continually im- 
planting in the minds of residents 
of the district by all types of 
inflammatory publicity” the 
thought that the federal court or- 
der to integrate is a nullity and 
the board was betraying the in- 
terest of district residents in at- 
tempting to comply with the court 
order. 


SUPREME COURT 


The petition said that the U.S. 
Supreme Court envisioned in its 
original school desegregation opin- 
ion the “revision of local laws’’ 
to conform with its interpretation 
of the Constitution. 


“Instead of revising local laws 
to bring them into conformity with 
the federal] law, the State of Ar- 
kansas has enacted several laws 
which tend to defy the federal law 
and obstruct compliance by the 
district with the order of this 
court,’’ the petition declared. 


The board declared that, ‘“‘The 
federal government, except for 
having placed troops around the 
school grounds, apparently is pow- 
erless to enforce compliance with 
this court’s order of integration 
and suppress the interference now 
being encountered. .. .” 

It charged that federal authori- 
ties had not penaliezd persons who 
defied the court’s orders but “have 
stepped aside and placed on the 
district the full responsibility of 
compliance.”’ .

“Kubiszyn is too much of an 
individualist for Dr. Lambert’s 
taste,”” a source close to the 
Crimson Tide said Thursday. , ae 
“It had been brewing a long Mickey Loene 
time. Kubiszyn didn’t conform to the team plan 
well enough to suit the coach.” 

Lambert didn’t care to elaborate on his orig- 
inal statement. It read: 


“In the interest of getting a team effort, 
Kubiszyn has been dropped from przctice for the 
remainder of the week and will not play in the 
Kentucky game.” 

Kubiszyn, a senior and cocaptain of the team, 
is the SEC’s second leading scorer with a 23.9 
average. He was stunned by the announcement. 

“It is a complete surprise to me,” he said. 
“I can’t understand it. When I practiced with 
the second team yesterday (Wednesday), I could 
see how I might have been demoted after the 
way I played against LSU. But this! 

“I really had looked forward to playing in 
this game—but Dr. Lambert's the coach.”’ 

Kubiszyn added he hopes the team does well 
against Kentucky and also hopes he’ll be able to 
finish out the season. 

“That’s what I want te do—finish it out,” he 
said. 

Kubiszyn didn’t practice Thursday, but Lam- 
bert left the door open for him to return next 
week. He already owns six all-time Bama 
scoring records and stands to snare seven more. 
He’s just eight points away from the school’s 
season scoring record of 557 points.

By Chrysler 


DETROIT, Feb. 20 (#—Chrysler 
Corp., which sent 7,100 workers 
home for the 18th straight day 
today because of a dispute over 
work standards, charged the 
United Auto Workers with a ‘“‘de- 
liberate slowdown.” 

The Chrysler charge came sev- 
eral hours after the UAW accused 
the firm of carrying on “guerrilla 
warfare” by scheduling some 
workers for 11 and 20-hour work 
weeks to cut down their total of 
unemployment compensation and 
company layoff benefits. 

Emil Mazey, UAW international 
secretary-treasurer, said shut- 
downs over the past weeks were 
an attempt by the firm to pro- 
vide a strike and avoid its obliga- 
tion of paying layoff pay to fur- 
loughed workers. 

John D. Leary, vice president 
in charge of Chrysler personnel, 
replied that the workers’ ‘“‘daily 
slowdown on their jobs constitutes 
a breach of the UAW’s contract 
with Chrysler.” 

Leary denied UAW charges that 
the company had speeded up its 
production lines. He said the 
UAW, by supporting workers in- 
volved in the alleged slowdowns 
at the Plymouth assembly plant 
and Dodge Main plant, “‘is guilty 
of a break of contract with the 
company and also of an unfair 
labor practice.” 

Chrysler offered to submit to an 
outside engineering firm for ar- 
bitration the question of whether 
the auto company was engaged in 
a speedup of workers. There was 
no immediate comment from the 


UAW on whether it would accept.

GE Sales, Profits 


Record in ’57 


NEW YORK, Feb. 20 (?—General Electric Co., the 
world’s largest manufacturer of electrical equipment, 
today reported record sales and profits for 1957. 


Sales were up 6 per cent over 
1956 and earnings 16 per cent. 

GE’s net income for the year 
was $247,851,871 equal to $2.84 a 
share. In 1956 the company earned 
$213,756,849 or $2.46 a share. 

Sales of GE products ranging 
from giant hydroelectric power 
plants to home radios and alarm 
clocks totaled $4,335,664,061 com- 
pared with $4,090,015,685 the year 
before. The 1957 total was 25 per 
cent higher than GE’s 1955 sales 
figure—$3,463,734,419. 

Analyzing the report, President 
Ralph J. Cordiner said sales of 
defense products and heavy capi- 
tal goods showed strong gains 
over 1956 while sales of consumer 
products declined somewhat. 

Defense items accounted for 
about one-fifth of GE’s 1957 sales. 
The remainder was divided about 
equally among heavy capital 
goods, industrial supplies and 
consumer products. 

Order backlogs for defense 
products and heavy capital goods 
remain high, Cordiner added. 

Last year’s record earnings 
were equal to 5.7 cents on each 
sales dollar, against 5.2 cents in 
1956 and 6 cents on the dollar in 
1955. 

Cordiner said the company’s 
record profit indicated ‘‘some 
progress” in the direction of cor- 
porate earnings adequate to sup- 
port research and development 
and to provide more jobs and new 
products.

Attitude Laid 
To Railroads 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 20 W—A 
trucking executive said today the 
predicament of the railroads 
stems from a reactionary atti- 
tude and disregard for the needs 
of the public. 


The argument was advanced 
by William O. Gohlke, president 
of a Federalsburg, Md., truck- 
ing firm which hauls exempt 
agricultural commodities and thus 
is not subject to regulations by 
the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission.

Yo Writer, Lawyer, Statesman, Prof

Lady Munro’s 27 years of marriage to New 
Zealand’s ambassador to the United States have 
been filled with excitement and variety. 


The pretty, red-haired wife and mother com- 
mented with a smile, “They have been very heart- 
warming years, I can assure you.” 

In those years she has been married to a law- 
yer, a professor, an author, a newspaper editor, 
a traveler and a statesman. The power-packed 
Sir Leslie, who was knighted by Queen Elizabeth 
II in 1955, is this year’s president of the U.N. 
General Assembly. 

In their six years of life in the United States, 
the Munros have become thoroughly American- 
ized. But neither the lord nor his lady has had 
much trouble adapting to a new way of life. 

As Lady Munro said, “‘I’ve really felt at home 
ever since we came.’ Her home is the 40-room 
embassy in Washington, which she manages with 
a staff of four. ‘‘We live in a lovely study,” she 
added, ‘“‘but we use a great deal of the house. 
We have a lot of people in.” 

Entertaining and being entertained take up a 
busy, important part of Lady Munro’s Washing- 
ton life. She usually goes out to a social function 
two or three times a day. Then, too, she answers 
a lot of correspondence, keeps the embassy 
“looked after,”’ and oversees the embassy’s gar- 
dening. 

“I LOVE TO DIG” 

“I love to dig in the garden myself,” she 
commented. ‘“‘It’s good to get back to the earth. 
But I can’t ever find the time.” 

Much of Lady Munro’s time is spent traveling 
around the country with her husband. Her brown 
eves sparkled, “‘I go everywhere with him if at 
all possible.”’” Sir Leslie currently is on a lecture 
tour and leaves Atlanta for Chicago after ad- 
dressing the Southern regional peeling. of the 
American Bar Assn. 


Lady Munro saw her first Mardi Gras in New 
Orleans last week. “It snowed,” she shivered, 
“and the weather was terribly cold. But every- 
one had a lovely time. The weather didn’t stop 
the carnival spirit. It was very beautiful. I liked 
this world of make-believe for a few days.” 
BORN IN FIJI ISLANDS 

Lady Munro was born in the Fiji Islands, a 
chain in the South Pacific that she described as 
“beautiful, tropical islands.’ Her mother’s peo- 
ple were sugar planters, and her father’s people, 
merchants. 

The stylish British subject went to New Zea- 
land for her education, and there she met dy- 
namic Leslie Munro. She laughed, “I can’t re- 
member a time when I didn’t know him, but I 
guess we met after I left college.” 

The Munros lived in Auckland with their two 
daughters until they came to the United States 
in 1952. Now their daughters are married—one 
to an American architect and the other to an 
engineer from New Zealand—and both live with 
their families in Washington. The Munros have 
three grandchildren. 

LIKES TO SING 

_ As the diplomatic wife, whose first name is 
Olga, emphasized, “I spend just every minute 
that’s possible with my family. We try to keep 
some days free so the children can gather with 
us.” 

Lady Munro likes to sing, and she speaks in 
a well-modulated musical voice. But she finds 
little time to practice. She stays informed on 
events in the world through reading and discuss- 


ing events with her husband, who brings home 


his vital interests. 

“I love to get on the train with him,” she de- 
clared, “‘and catch up on all the happenings. 
You'd have to be with my husband just a little 
while to know what he’s like . . . he has tremen- 
dous energy and a wonderfully inquiring mind.”

Mr. Adams from Evans, the first in the book, and Mr. Young 
of Muscogee, the last, will return to home enterprises. And se 
will Sen. Adams of Greenwood and Sen. Young of Rebecca. 

The bell signifying the use of the voting machine in the House 
will be stilled. The little red and green lights will no longer flicker 
on like so many miniature traffic signals, signifying the life or 
death of a piece of legislation. No longer will drowsing reporters, 
pencils poised over interminable calendars, minds inevitably on 
food, be jerked to sudden attention by a voice in the House crying: 


“Mister SPEAKER!” 

No longer will the little ceremonies of the last 40 days constitute 
a way of life for over 300 men and the clerks and messengers and 
doorkeepers and members of the press who attend their every 
act. People will talk and move about and make decisions with- 
out the ritual of: 


‘Mister President!” 

“The chair recognizes the distinguished gentleman from the 
Thirtieth!”’ 

“Mr. President, I move the previous question!” 

“The distinguished gentleman from the Thirtieth moves the 
previous question. Those in favor will rise and stand until you are 
counted. Reverse your positions!’’ 


The newly decorated chambers of the House and Senate will be 
returned to that pristine, vacant order by tomorrow. No empty 
milk cartons on desks, no stacks of bills and letters from the 
folks at home, no feet of tired lawmakers. 

Even the galleries will be empty except for an occasional 


touring school group, and the pigeons who make their home under 
the old gray eaves may settle down to peace and quiet again. 


The faces in the gallery of the General Assembly would have 
made artist Norman Rockwell an interesting series during the last 
40 days. There have been the school groups, eager, restless, curious 
youngsters. There have been state employes slipping in from their 
desks in nearby offices to watch a piece of legislation that concerns 
them or somebody close to them. There is the regular old man who 
comes in out of the cold to sleep, the eccentric-looking woman in 
black who sits on the edge of her seat on the front row and 
watches the proceedings with a sharp and penetrating gaze. There 
are the members of the League of Women Voters, notebooks in 
hand, following the procession of legislation with bright-eyed intel- 
ligence only briefly touched by satirical amusement. 


They come and go in the galleries. Some days seats and 
standing room have been filled as on the afternoon of the rural 
roads hearing when the old-time hecklers moved in. 

To those who come and watch, the progress of a bill sometimes 
is as fascinating as an athletic event. And sometimes it is so un- 
interesting that only the faintly old-fashioned order—‘‘Will the 
gentleman from Paulding yield for a question from the gentleman 
from Cobb?” “I yield.”—keeps your attention. 


In any event it ends today. The Speaker of the House and the 
President of the Senate will make their last run, preceded by 
quaint, stiff little bows, from the rostrums to the anterooms. And 
joining the ritualistic applause and cheers there will probably be 
a snowfall of old bills in the air, signifying a school-is-out release 
for the legislators themselves.

‘Posture 
Is Glamour 
Backbone 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 


If you are inclined to regard 
yourself as a bit colorless, and 
have a wistful longing for your 

share of that elusive quality 
termed glamour, hold your 
head up! Posture is an atti- 
tude—it’s how you feel about 
yourself. Beautiful posture is 
the backbone of glamour. 


A regal head carriage is all- 
important to poise and confi- 
dent posture. Try it. Lift your 
head so that it’s squarely on 
your shoulders, with that line 
at the back of the neck pulled 
up straight, chin level. With 
head held high, your shoulders 
are straight, for there is no 
forward - pulling strain. At 
ease, shoulders relaxed. 


CHEST LIFTED 

With shoulders in lovely line, 
the chest is naturally lifted, 
which elevates the rib cage. 
This, in turn, pulls the weight 
up off the abdomen, making it 


natural to pull up with the 
important abdominal muscles. 

When these middle muscles 
are pulled up firmly, a coordi- 
nated down and under pull with 
hip muscles naturally follows. 
This alignment brings the hip 
joint directly in line with the 
shoulder cap and ankle joint. 
There you are, right on the 
beam, all because your head is 
held beautifully erect! 


Regal head carriage helps 
create a feeling of self-confi- 
dence, and that’s how glamour 
is born! Granted, make-up, 
hair-do and glamorous clothes 
are a big help. Even so, the 
real thing must be brought out, 
not put on. 

Back to head carriage. The 
surest way to improve head 
carriage is to conscientiously 
keep pulling up with the line 
at the back of the neck, making 
the neck the same length back 
and front, which keeps the tip 
of the chin exactly level. 


UNTIE KINKS 

But, first, untie any kinks at 
the back of the neck, and take 
the strain out of your shoulders. 
From a standing or sitting posi- 
tion, let your head drop over 
sidewards. Don’t hold, just let 
it drop directly to the side, 
back to center and drop head 


slowly, /and over to the er 
side, then frontwards ot Ue 
in. Drop to the opposite 
sid and roll gently. 

/To.free the shoulders from 


knees and have soles of feet on 
floor. Extend both arms up in 
air from the shoulders, then 
lift right arm up a bit higher 
than the other, bringing the 
right shoulder up off the floor 
and let it drop back to floor. 
Don’t lower it, let it drop! Do 
the same with the other arm, 
keep it up until all tension is 
eased 7

I am 16. I have read, and 
have been told, many times that 
petting is wrong and cheapens 
a girl. I have always believed 
in this and refused to do it until 
awhile ago when I met Ken.

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Cheese Plays 
ig Kole

Golden yellow goodness bubbling hot atop 
a casserole or tiny balls coated with chopped 
nuts; from the beginning of the meal to the 
end, cheese plays an important role. Not only 
when cut off and eaten in slices, but also served 
with salads, dressings, meats, fish, vegetables 
and fruits, it is an indispensable food. 

Although Americans do not eat nearly so 
much cheese as do people in some countries, 
they do eat twice as much as they did 20 years 
ago. More than a billion pounds of cheese are 
made in the United States each year. 

No one knows who made the first cheese, 
but according to an ancient legend it was made 
accidentally by an Arabian merchant. The mer- 
chant put his supply of milk into a pouch made 
of a sheep’s stomach when he set out on a long 
day’s journey across the desert. The rennet in 
the lining of the pouch combined with the heat 
of the sun caused the milk to separate into curd 
and whey. He found at nightfall that the whey 
satisfied his thirst and the cheese (curd) satis- 
fied his hunger and had a good flavor. 

Cheese was used as a food in Asia more 
than 4,000 years ago. Travelers brought the art 
of making it to Europe, and from there it went 
to England. During the Middle Ages and after, 
cheese was made and improved by the monks 
in the monasteries of Europe. The Pilgrims in- 
cluded it in the ship’s supplies when they made 
their famous Mayflower voyage. 

Accidental changes in one or more steps of 
the cheesemaking process throughout the cen- 
turies were largely responsible for the devel- 
opment of the different kinds of cheese. Cheese- 
making was considered an art, and the process 
was a closely guarded secret passed down from 
father to son.

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Not Pineapple but Apple Upst 


So delightfully spicy and easy, 
this dessert is made like the 
American favorite, pineapple 
upside-down cake. But here, 
apples are used. The top is 
covered with rosy red apple 
slices, thanks to red food color- 
ing! Right under the apples are 
crunchy toasted pecans, then a 
spicy brown sugar-flavored rice 
pudding. 

The baked dessert is quickly 
made by cooking apple slices 
several minutes in butter or 
margarine and honey and some 
red food coloring. Chopped pe- 
cans are sprinkled over the 
apples. Then comes rice, spiced 
with pumpkin pie spice and 
brown sugar. This is a lovely 
looking dessert with a tantaliz- 
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ingly spicy flavor so atte 

with most any meal. 

ROSY APPLE UPSIDE-DOWN 
DESSERT 

2'4 cups water 

1’ cups uncooked white rice 

tsps. salt 

cup butter or margarine 

red all-purpose or cooking 

apples 

cup strained honey 

Red food echoing, (optional) 

cup chopped pecans 

tsp. pumpkin pie spice 

cup milk 

cup firmly packed light brown 

sugar 

ecg, beaten 


Put the water, rice and salt 
in a 2-quart saucepan. Bring to 
a vigorous boil over a high heat. 
Turn the heat down low. Cover 
with a lid and simmer 14 min- 
utes. Remove the saucepan from 
the heat but leave the lid on 
10 minutes. 

While the rice cooks, melt the 
butter or margarine in a 9-inch 
skillet which can go in the oven. 
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Cut about 8 apple slices %-inch 
thick. Cut out the core and 
halve the slices. Add the honey 
and apples to the butter or mar- 
garine. Nix in red food color- 
ing until the apples are tinted 
the desired shade of red. Sim- 
mer several minutes until the 
apples are almost tender. Spoon 
the mixture over the apples as 
they cook. Arrange the apples 
so the bottom of the skillet is 
covered with the slices. Sprin- 
kle with the pecans. 


After the rice cooks, stir in 
the pumpkin pie spice, milk, 
brown sugar and the egg. Care- 


fully spoon over the apple-nut 
mixture. 


Place the skillet in a pre- 
heated 325-degree oven. Bake 
about 50 minutes or until the 
rice pulls away from the sides 
of the skillet and most of the 


————

oven. Allow to stand 10 to 15 
minutes. Cover the skillet with 
the serving plate. Invert plate 
and skillet to turn the dessert 
upside down. Serve warm with 
whipped cream or vanilla ice 
cream.

The party season is all the 
time and the hostess with the 
mostes’ is going to make sure 
that the food she serves not 
only tastes good but looks good, 
too. 

This might be as good a 
place as any to scotch, once and 
for all, the fallacy that scallops 
are punched-out pieces of cod 
or haddock. The pinkish-shelled 
scallop is truly one of the most 
beautiful of all shellfish, and 
ceftainly one of the tastiest. 
But unlike other shellfish, only 
its sweet shell muscle is mar- 
keted. The rest of the mollusk, 
including the shell, is discarded 
at sea. 


In New Bedford, Mass., where 
most of the country’s scallops 
are landed, they scoff at the 
idea that anyone could mistake 
the distinctive, nutty flavor of 
the scallop for anything else. 

Scallops are in good supply 
the year around, although the 
wintry Atlantic is apt to cur- 
tail the number of trips scallop 
fishermen make to the scallop 
grounds, 150 miles off shore. 


Try this brand-new recipe for 
scallop aspic canapes for your 
holiday parties. They're good, 
and they’re pretty too.

Let’s give the carrot the 14 
carat treatment it deserves. 

True, the carrot is one of the 
most easily available and un- 
pretentious of vegetables, in 
the markets 12 months a year 
at easy-going prices. And, true, 
too, it is pretty and good tast- 
ing when served simple and 
folksy, plain boiled or fried. 
But you're missing plenty of 
luster for your own reputation 
as a creative cook if you over- 
look the carrot’s golden possi- 
bilities in glamour dishes. 

Carrots can star in such im- 
aginative dishes as fresh car- 
rots carousel, that teams the 
colorful vegetable with small 
pearl white onions and taste 
sparks them with black pepper 
and dill seed. For a super-souf- 
fle, try mingling the flavor of 
fresh carrots, green peppers, pi- 
miento, dry mustard and other 
pungent spices. Or cajole the 
carrot in the continental way 
by sauteeing with fresh apples. 


The oftener you give carrots 
enticing and appetite alluring 
presentations, the more you will 
be assuring the family of a 
good quota of the vegetable’s 
better-than-gold wealth of vita- 
min A. Even so little as a half 
a cup of fresh cooked carrots 
a day provides about twice the 
daily requirement of this vita- 
min that is so essential to nor- 
mal growth, good eyesight, 
sound teeth, healthy bones, 
calm nerves and glowing com- 
plexion. 

Plant historians believe that 
carrots hailed originally from 
Afghanistan and adjacent Asiat- 
ic areas. Galen, the Greek phy- 
sician, writing about them in 
the second century A.D. im- 
plied that they were cultivated 
in Europe at that time. They 
came to this country with the 
Virginia colonists in 1609.

The four of hearts was opened 
and dummy played low. East 
inserted the 10 and South won 
with the king. Everything seemed 
like smooth sailing until East 
failed to answer the call in dia- 
monds. When West got in with 
the jack, a heart continuation 
inopped up the rest of that suit 
and the contract was down one. 
While there is no doubt that 
South was a victim of a very bad 
break of the cards, nevertheless 
we are not inclined to shed a 
tear over an incident that could 
have been prevented by the ex- 
ercise of reasonable precaution. 
The only possibility that de- 
clarer had to fear was that dia- 
monds would not break and West 
would get in to come through the 
hearts. 


Declarer could have broken the 
enemy’s line of communication 
by an astonishingly simple de- 
vice, and that was to compel 
East to take the first trick. 
How could declarer do this? 
By playing the queen of hearts 
from dummy at trick one. East 
then would become obliged to 
take it or permit declarer to win 
two tricks in the suit. 

If East elected to clear hearts, 
West would have no more of the 
suit and would have no way of 
quick contact with his partner 
when he got in with the jack of 
diamonds.

Stir down and drop by spoon- 
fuls into greased 2-inch muffin 
pans. Sprinkle with % cup 
cinnamon sugar and % cup 
chopped nuts, if desired. Let 
rise until light (about 20 min- 
utes). Bake in moderate oven 
(375 degrees) 20 to 25 minutes. 
Makes about 2% dozen 32-inch 
puffs.
